Scare over 
Ford sniper 
proves false 


DALLAS (4P). — A shattered win- 
dow in 8. patrol car sparked a police 
report yesterday that a sniper had 
fired on a motorcade carrying U.S. 
Vice-President Gu‘ald Ford into Dal- 
jas. But within minutes officials said 
that no shot had been fired. 

The Vice-President apparently was 
not even aware of the incident and 
continued on his way to a downtown 
dedication in the same complex of 
buildings that President John F. 
Kennedy was headed for when he 
was mortally wounded by a sniper 
in 1963. 

State police, the secret service 
and aides to Ford all said no evi- 
dence couki be found that a bullet 
caused the fist-sized hole in the 
window of a patrol car bringing up 
the rear of the motorcade. 

Some officials blamed heat ex- 
pansion for the broken window, 
i to a Ford aide, 

“sharp sound.” 

“A. complete examination of the 
area and of the vehicle resulted in 
this conclusion: i was heat ex- 
pansion. ‘There was no bullet,” said 
William A. Hawthorne, secret ser- 
vice spokesman in Washington. 

The Texas department of public 
safety, which was the source of the 
original sniper report, said only ‘We 
have been unable to find a bullet 
in the car. We cannot definitely de- 
termine that it was a bullet. No 
one can say, Initial reaction was 
that there had been a shot” 

‘Biull Roberts, Ford’s press aide, 
said secret service agents and police 
sped to an area where shots could 
possibly have been fired from, but 
found no signs of spent ammunition. 

‘The car was carrying one secret 
service agent, one Dallas police off- 
cer and one state police officer. 

None of the car's occupants was 
reported injured, and at no point 
in the flurry of reports was the 
Vice-President said to be harmed. 

Ford was in Dallas to dedicate 
the World Trade Centre, a §20m. 
structure that is one of 2 complex 
of buildings in an industrial park. 
Upon his arrival there, he held a 
mews conference, making no men- 
ion of the incident.

Rabin to see Dayan and Gur 
on gaps in Ma’alot report

Premier Yitzhak Rabin plans to 
meet privately with former Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan and Chief 
of Staff Rav Aluf Mordechai Gur, 
to‘ask them to elucidate various 
points left unclear in the Horev 
Report on the Ma‘alot school mas- 
sacre, informed sources said. The 
meetings are to take place before 
the Knesset debates the Horev Re- 
port on Tuesday. 

(Before the Knesset debate, the 
report will be tabled in the House 
and .released for publication. Pre- 
mier Rabin will order a number of 
passages blue-pencilled out because 
of their security implications). 

Sources in the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, 
which completed its discussion of 
the Horev Report last Thursday, 
told The Post that there was “ma- 
licious untruth” in some press re- 
ports alleging that the Arab killers 
at Ma’alot had never demanded to 
take child hostages with them to 
Syria. At the time, -% was said 
that this factor cast the die in the 
Government's decision to use force. 

One opposition man on the Knes- 
set committee told The Post that 
the Horev Report “revealed a num- 
ber of extremely grave faults and 
left ἃ nvamber of very serious ques- 
tions unanswered.” 

He said that while he did not feel 
that former Defence Minister Dayan 
“came out completely vindicated in 
the report,” he was convinced that 
Dayan's foes in the dovish wing of 
the Labour-Mapam Alignment “were 


out to exploit the Ma'alot affair to 
the utmost, so as to hamper any 
future political comeback on Da- 
yen’s part.” 

Premier Rabin is now expected 
to suppress a larger portion of the 
report on security grounds than was 
at first surmised when it was handed 
to the Government by the chairman 
of the Technion pre- 
sident Aluf (Res) Amos Horev. 
(Former State Attorney Erwin 
Shimron and former NRP parlia- 
mentarian Moshe Unna were the 
other two men on the body). 

According to one source, a pro- 
minent: Likud personality on the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence ‘Committee has attempted to 
query the actiogs of Chief of Staff 
Gur at Ma'alot. 

(Ariel Sharon, a former aluf who 
has just been given back his posting 
wm the reserves, said on the morn- 
ing of the Ma’alot massacre that 
the ‘terrorists’ demand that their 
comrades be freed from prison 
should be agreed to immediately.) 

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee received the Ho- 
rev Report from the Government, 
but had no formal standing in the 
procedure. A few vain bids were 
made inside the committee to pass 
resolutions, but alt that resulted was 
an exchange of ideas and criticisms, 
and tendentious leaks to the press. 

The unusually big wave of leaks 
from a Knesset body which is sworn 
to secrecy may be explained by the 
presence on the committee of 13 new 
members, in addition to animosities 
toward Dayan and Chief of Staff 
Gur, 


Several members of the Knesset 
committee, from coalition and op- 
position ranks alike, said that if 
former Prime Minister Golda Meir 
had not committed herself publicly 
to publish the Horev Report, it would 
have been far better kept classified, 
because of the defects it uncovered, 
and because it handled the sort of 
grave entanglement with terrorists 
which could re-occur at any time. 

The Horev Report apparently made 
it clear that communication between 
Dayan and Gur at Ma'‘alot, and the 
Cabinet in Jerusalem, was inadequate. 
Nor was all the information avail- 
able at Ma‘alot transmitted to the 
Government, sitting in all-day ses- 
sion. 

Members of the Knesset committee 
on Thursday offered varying sug- 
gestions about the sections of the 
report which they felt should be 
suppressed. Premier Rabin and Jus- 
tice Minister Haim Zadok attended 
the committee session. 

The Knesset Committee did not at 
any time discuss any proposal to 
invite Moshe Dayan, The Post was 
told by three coramittee men from 
three different parties. 

‘Wher one prominent Likud person- 
ality who has been publicly critical 
of security policies in the last few 
months said ke wanted to invite 
Mrs. Meir, Mr. Dayan and Chief of 
Staff Gur to the Knesset committee, 
he won no support, even from more 
senior Likud committee, 

But some press reports made ca- 
pital out of Dayan’s offer, in a pri- 
vate conversation, to come to the 
committee and elucidate any unclear 
points, should he be invited.

HAIFA. — The Seamen's Union has 
reached an agreement with the Gov- 
ernment concerning the future of 
the some 200 ratings, most of them 
stewards, crew members of the 
passenger ships Dan and Nili, who

laid up last January. 

The Government had decided to 
abolish the passenger fleet, which 
comprised the two vessels and was 
Jointly owned by the Government 
and the Zim company, because of the 
heavy losses they had incurred. 

The secretary of the Catering Sec- 
tion of the Union, Shlomo Avitan, 
told The Jerusalem Post that under 
the agreement just over half the men 
will continue at sea, sailing on cargo 
ships. Most of them have already 
been given berths on Zim freighters 
and some are attending courses under 
the auspices of the Labour Ministry. 

The remaining 100 men are leav- 
ing the sea, and will get enlarged 
severance pay from the Government, 
to help them reestablish themselves 
in other work. Jt was learned that 
the grants average several tens of 
thousands of pounds to each man. 

Meanwhile the two ships have not 
yet been sold and are still laid up 
in Haifa port. It is hoped that some 
foreign buyer will purchase them 
during the winter, in time for next 
year’s sailing season.

\ bowed to Poland by the lone goal in 


the 75th minute of the match for 
third place In an unspliced aperattt 
to thig afternoon's World Cup cit 
max between Holland and West 
Germany. 

Yesterday's encounter disappointed 
the crowded Olympic Stadium in 
Munich, but failed to dampen the 
excitement of scores of 


the home team. The West Germans, 


, three times finoHsts and winners of 


the World Cup in 1954, started the 
current series as the innawsy fa- 
vourites but soon ylekied pride of 
place to Holland in the hearts of 
spectators and the odds of baok- 
makers. 

The West Germans have had a 
vig say in the tournament ever since 
thelr shock trlumph over Hungary 
in 1954. All this time Holland was on 
the outer fringes of the World Cup 
and fared poorly in thelr only two 
breakthroughs into the Anals in 1934 
and 1938. And they only made this 
year's finals by the whisker of goal 
avernge after finishing even with 
Belgium. 

But all this was forgotten as the 
Lowlanders soared to peak popu- 
larity on the of their poNsh- 
ed assnult tactics, playing total 
soccer with the entire team at times 
surging to the offensive. In contrast 
West Germany aroused the ire of 
Its own fans by lack-lustre perform- 
ances that included a humiliating 
0-1 defeot at the hands of the 
untried East Germans. Their one 
spectacular set-to was the thrill- 
packed defeat of Sweden, 4-2, which 
won them the right to meet Poland 
as one of the four survivors of the 
championship. They edged the Poles 
by 1-0. 

In Munich yesterday, Gregor Lato 
confirmed his position as the world’s 
deadiiest Anisher when he shot the 
75th minute goal which gave Po- 
fand a 1-0 victory over Brazil here 
and third place in the 1974 World 
Cup. 

Lato, the 24-year-old foward with 
thunder in his feet, left the Brazil- 
jan defenders gasping behind him 
ag he cut from the right wing and 
fired a low shot Into the corner of 
the net In the 75th minute. 

This brought his tally in the finals 
to seven goals in seven matches, 
ond he now seems certain to finish 
ag the top scorer of the tourna- 
ment. He {s followed by team-mate 
Andrzej Ssarmach, with five. Hol- 
land's top scorers, Johnny Rep and 
Jchan Neeskens have four goals 
each to their credit.
